Well, I got to the mystery of the double dial SW receiver with the tuning 
eye in the middle of it by seeing it. 


The answer is: there was no tuning eye!! 


It is a Halli SX-42. The owner, in his vague memory, turned the center, 
green-tinted bandspread dial into a 6E5. Oh well. 


I may buy it from him. It's in pretty good shape, been stored in 
non-basement area of pretty dry country. It is complete, some wear on 
front panel, some dust, no rust. Plastic dials on main tuning, bandspread 
& S-meter are nice & clear. A bit of warping on bandspread dial. 


Did work ok some 10 years ago, owner is a ham, he hadn't used the rx for a 
since then. 


Any clue as to fair value? Owner has none. 


How does the -42 stack up in HF performance? Andio quality (2x 6V6)? 
(Gonna need a 500 to 4 ohm xfmr) Reliability? Is it the successor to the 
SX-28? Of course, the -42 has extended VHF coverage to about 110 MHz & FM 
IF strip--kind of useless to me. (I recall how poor my NC-183D was on 6 m 
but SP-600 wasn't too bad to 54 MHz.) And those sad loctal tubes. The 2x 
6AG5 RF amps seem likely to be not very overload proof. I do have a Sams 
on this radio. 


I haven't seen the underside of the thing--is it hard to work around the 
bandswitch area, like the -28? 


I don't collect just for the sake of collecting. This radio might replace 
my National NC-125 which is a darn nice table top BC/SW receiver.

I never did really put the FM thru its paces, and i regret that, 
because that's where most of my radio listening is today, 

and particularly the "low end" of the FM scale, where the 

power is less and selectivity important. 

I remember the bandswitch can be awful to work on! Which 

is why i didn't own mine very long!

Hi Gang, 

Twenty meters awakened like Sleeping Beauty this year, right as the contest 
got humming. A great beginning after several years of sunspot doldrums, and 
it was wonderful to hear all the chirps, buzzes, warbles, and clicks, just 
like the old days. Seems like my first QSO at the beginning of each CX is 


Sandy, W5TVW, who was lurking at 14,045 kHz ten minutes before the contest 
started. Sandy's AF67 sounded great, and obviously his PMR-7 was working 
well, since he could actually copy my trusty FPM-200. 


Speaking of which, the old Hallicrafters rig seemed to work better this 
year. The power output climbed up to 120Watts, and I actually got a couple 
of 599 reports, instead of the 446c reports that I'm accustomed to. Maybe 
folks are must more polite this year, but I actually think a year's rest 
seemed to help the old gal. 


I worked a bunch of the regulars right away --W5FRS with a TS-520, 
nonetheless. Hey, Dennis, what happened to the AF67/SX23 you were using in 
February?? Rocco, N6KN, and his Apache and 75A-4 combo sounded great, as 
did Jim, W8KGI, with his T150A and 75A3. Seems like I heard a bunch of 
stations with A-line receivers this year. 


Bob, AC5AM, gets special kudos for his fine-sounding homebrewed 807s, built 
on a breadboard. He paired this TX with an SX-16, and really impressed me 
with how fast he could do the T/R switching. 


After an hour or so, I noticed the transformer in the FPM-200's power 
supply was getting hot, so I decided to give it a rest. I switched to a 
Multi-Elmac AF-68A and PMR-8, and who was my first contact? Why Sandy, 
W5TVW again, who by this time was using his SR-150. About this time, Howie 
WB2AWQ checked in with an excellent sounding HT32 and SX101A. I'd been 
hoping to hear Howie's 1923 Hartley again this year, but I guess the UV202 
couldn't quite make it all the way to 14 MHz. 


After a log page of QSO's, I got tired of the AF-68A and decided to see if 
my KWM-1 was still working. I lugged it off the shelf, hooked up the 516F-1 
and fired it up. Couldn't hear a darned thing and I got that sinking 
feeling that's usually a precursor to another lost weekend of signal 
tracing. However, this time Lady Luck was smiling and after jiggling the 
rear power connector, I got the rig to wake up. I'd forgotten what a 
terrible CW rig the KWM-1 is. The sidetone is about 2 kHz, and with no RIT, 
adjustable VOX delay, or front panel key jack, it's hard to imagine any 
less convenient rig. The Collins designers even made the rear key jack an 
RCA connector. Guess how many of my keys have an RCA plug hooked to them? 
Zip is how many, but I guess that's what clipleads are for. Anyway, my 
first contact with the KWM-1 was, naturally, Sandy, W5TVW, who by this time 
had upgraded to an SR-400 with a sweet CW note. 


Eventually, I worked twenty meters dry and migrated down to forty. Mac, 
WQ8U, was blasting into Oxford with his Viking Navigator and HRO-50R1, as 
was Carl, K8NU, with his sweet-sounding 32V2 and 75A4. 


To me there's something almost hypnotic about Classic Exchange. As I'm 
typing this, I'm listening to Al, N5AIT,and his Harvey-Wells TBS-50D with 


it's slightly raspy note, breaking through the static crashes on forty CW. 
There's a touch of QRM from some guy who needs to adjust his Vibroplex, and 
I could swear I was thirteen years old, down in the basement hamshack of my 
old Kansas City homestead. I've got a test in Social Studies tomorrow and 
Mrs. Minor has assigned a ton of homework but, hey, who's got time for that 
when the bands are open?

> I would like to suggest that the testing setup be described 
> also, that would, i think, be interesting to those of us who 
> are attempting the same thing. 


The test setup was as follows: 


Sweeper to grid of mixer 6SA7 as described in manual, via a 10 pf capacitor. 
10:1 scope probe to diode plates of detector 6B8 (this required minor 
retuning of the last IF coil to compensate for the probe capacitance - 
easily corrected afterwards). Receiver AVC off. 


I used a HP 3356B function generator as the sweeper - this has a step marker 
output which is the upper trace in all the screen shots. It was set to the 
crystal frequency of 454.8 kHz. The 3356B allows precise setting of 
frequencies but this was a bit of an extravagance. Any sweeper capable of 
working at 455 kHz would be OK. Sweep rate was ©.5 sec per sweep. 


The scope was a Tek 547 with a 1A4 plugin set to chopped dual trace mode. 
The sawtooth output of the sweeper was connected to the X input. 


I really got a lot of enjoyment out of doing this - it's what boatanchoring 
is all about!!
